conservation. 87 participants from different libraries and 
places attended the training-workshop. A fellowship dinner 
and a city tour were sponsored by the local government of 
Legazpi through the generosity of Mayor Noel E. Rosal 
during the last day of the event. 
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Because of the abundant innovation in the field of 
information and having the goal of bringing closely to the 
people all of these information, ASLP conducted a Forum 
on Information Resource Sharing held at the 
Kalayaan Hall, Malacahang Palace on July 11, 2014.
